In  1843  the  propos  d  to  build  for  ihedov- 
*  ernment  a  shot-proof  vessel,  to  be  used  for 
the  defense*  of  New  York  harbor,  of  the  fol¬ 
lowing  dimensions:  Length,  *250 feet; beam, 
40  feet,  depth  amidships,  28  feet;  number 
of  boilers,  4;  engines,  accessory,  4;  condens¬ 
ing,  2;  horse  power,  900;  one  propeller  and 
shafting;  protection  against  shot.  4  l-2inch»s 
of  iron  armor.  Th«L  armament  was  to  con¬ 
sist  of  seven  sixty-four  pounders,  the  heaviest 
then  known.  A  considerable  amonnt  of 
money  and  woyk  was  put  upon  the  vessel, 
but  in  1851  it  was  sudently  brought  to  a 
stand-still  by  the  Government  informing  tlic 
engineers  that,  in  view  of  the  fact  of  great 
improvements  having  taken  place  in  ord¬ 
nance,  the  vessel  they  were  constructing 
wonldn  otb*  shotproof,  and  unless  they  so 
constructed  it,  it  would  not  be  accepted.  This 
decision  of  the  Government  stopped  all 
work,  but  in  1850  it  was  resumed  and  the 
vessel  remodeled  upon  the  followingplan: 
Length,  415  foot; beam,  48  feet;  depth  amid¬ 
ships,  32  feet  4  inches ;  number  of  boilers. 
10;  engines,  accessory,  0;  condensing,  8; 
horse  power,  8,024;  two  propellers  and  shaft¬ 
ing;  protection  against  shot,  0  3-4  inches  of 
of  iron  armor.  The  armament  was  to  con¬ 
sist  of  five  15-incli  guns,  weighing  twenty- 
five  tons  each,  and  having  the  power  to  pro¬ 
ject  a  shot  of  425  pounds;  also  two  10- inch 
rifle  guns.  From  time  to  the.  Government 
mode  advances  of  sums  whielitamountcd  in 
the  aggregate  to  $500,000. 

When  the  war  broke  out  the  builders  en¬ 
deavored  to  hasten  tho  work,  and  solicited  a 
further  advance  of  funds  from  the  Govern¬ 
ment,  which  was,  however,  refused,  ami 
work  was  again  stopped  and  remained  so 
until  1871.  In  that  year  Mr.  Edward  Ste¬ 
vens  died.  His  brother  died  some  years 
previous.  The  executors  of  the  estate  then 
proceeded  to  finish  the  Vessel  as  instructed 
in  the  will  of  Edwin  Stevens,  and  employed 
Gen.  George  li.  McClellan  as  engincer-in- 
cbief.  After  he  had  made  a  careful 
nation  ho  made  u  report  to  the  trustees  that 
the  vessel  could  not  be  built  upon  the  speci¬ 
fications  and  made  serviceable.  It  was  then 
determined  to  remodel  the  vessel,  which 
pioduced  the  following  results:  -Length, 
401  feet ;  beam.  45  feet depth,  24  1-2  feet; 
engines,  4  ;  boilers,  10  :  horso  power,  0,000; 
a  twin  screw.'  It  was  also  intended  to  place 
upon  it  a  side  armor  of  iron,  10  inches 
thick  ;  a  deck  armor  1  1-2  inches  thick,  and 
on  the  turret  18  inches  of  solid  iron.  Tho 
side  and  armor  backing  is  of  4  feet  of  oak 
and  yellow  pine.

A  ScBsrrruTE  for  Ivory. — A  substance 
under  tlui  nnm<  of  ccllnloid,  tho  invention 
of  Mr.  Hyatt  of  Albany,  originally  intend¬ 
ed  as  a  subsit uh  for  ivory  in  the  manufac¬ 
ture  of  billiard  balls,  possesses  qualities 
ex  um-  render  it  applicable  ton  great  variety 

of  manufactures.  As  originally  prepared  it 
consistctl  of  a  combination  of  soluble  cottou 
an  1  ether  or  alcohol,  but  it  was  subse¬ 
quently  aacertained  that  a  still  more  satis¬ 
factory  rds  fit  cupld  be  obhuned  liy  the  ad¬ 
dition  of  jamphor  to  the  alcohol;  and,  finally 
l  camphor  alone  was  mixed  with  the  ground 
cotton  pulp,  which  hardens  in 
becomes  !  “celluloid.  ” 


How  StaYtes  arf.  Made. — The  bronze 
statuary  just  now  so  popular,  is  mnnn'ac- 
tured  by  a  simple  enough  process.  Over  the 
clay  model  is  poured  a  coating  of  plaster 
Paris,  which  having  been  allowed  to  set.  is 
taken  off  in  sections,  thus  affording  a  hollow 
mould  of  tho  figure.  From  such  a  mould 
is  produced  a  btuceo  duplicate,  cither  of  the 
entire  statue  or  of  such  a  portion  thereof  as 
is  intended  to  be  c  ist  at  a  time,  and  on  this 
again  is  formed  a  second  mould  of  greater 
thickness*  and  solidity  for  the  reception  of 
molten  metal.  TLo  material  used  for  t[.e 

final  mould  is  a  composition  oi  .stucco  and  jam^.-t  Murphy.  and  lot  Niw  <jtr<  ot, 
brick  dust.  This  is  applied  in  a  plastic,  state 
to  the  stucco  model,  from  which  its  inner 
surface  takes  the  form  of  the  figure.  Were 
statues  cast  solid,  it  would  now  only  be  nec¬ 
essary  to  separate  mould  from  model,  and 
run  metal  iuto  the  former  till  its  interior  was 
tilled.  This,  however,  would  involve  waste, 
and  in  order  to  economize  material  a  solid 
core  is  placed  iDside  tho  mould,  leaving  only 
such  space  all  around  as  will  receive  t lie 
thickness  of  metal  deemed  necessary  for  the 
work  in  hand.  The  mould  witii  its  core 
having  been  thus*  completed  and  firmly 
hooped  round  with  bands' of  iron,  is  placed 
in  n  kiln  to  bake  to  perfect  dryness.  This 
precaution  is  necessary  from  the  circum¬ 
stance  that  even  a  truce  of  moisture  might
